He was a lean, long, narrow, but 
well-built Hoosier with an eye like 
an eagle. Our regiment left Indiana 
about the 8th day of May, 1861, and 
went by the Baltimore nnd Ohio road 
to Bellaire, Ohio, where we crossed 
the river and entered West Virginia 
at Ben wood, four miles from Wheel- 
ing1. 
We were after the confederate 


army under Gen. Bob Gtirnett, and 
we rebuilt the railroad as fast as the 
retreating army destroyed it. 
By a 


peculiar coincidence, both 
Lawton 


and myself contracted the measles at 
a little town called Fairmount, three 
miles from Grafton. We were put in 
a box car rigged up with shelves. It 
wasn't an ideal 
hospital by any
